Coal borons, merchant p rin ces, cat­ 
tle kings—we are all fam iliar w ith the 
figurative aristocracy of w e a lth ; but 
more picturesque and unusual is the 
title popularly accorded 
to 
Sinrok 
Mary, th e reindeer queen o f Alaska. 
Mary’s career, as It Is related in the 
Sunset Magazine, is one un iq u e in the 
world of business and pliilanthropy. 
In 1893 Mary Antisarlok, h a lf Rus­ 
sian, h alf Eskimo, was a round-faced, 
bright-eyed, sleek-haired young woman, 
pretty— we have her own Innocently 
frank w ord for it—and a b rid e. 
The 
governm ent had just decided to im­ 
port reindeer from Siberia to Alaska 
and had sent Lieutenant B ertholf, In 
the revenue cutter Bear, to negotiate 
the purchase. 
He needed a n Inter­ 
preter, 
speaking both R u ssian 
and 
Eskimo, and Mary was engaged. She 
was glad of the opportunity, b u t un­ 
willing to leave her h u sb a n d ; so he 
was engaged, too, as a sort o f odd-job 
man ab o ard ; but Mary was th e recog­ 
nized h ead of the Antisarlok finn. She 
made herself intelligently and success­ 
fully useful among the n a tiv e s with 
whom It w as necessary to d eal, and on 
returning to Alaska she was w ell paid 
with a goodly number of reindeer. 
These anim als were the origin of a 
herd th a t flourished 
and 
increased 
amazingly, and became, indeed, sev­ 
eral herds. 
Mary is now ra isin g deer 
enough to supply thousands o f con­ 
sum ers; and reindeer meat is tender, 
palatable and delicious, so m uch so 
that, but for the difficulties o f trans­ 
portation, It would probably becom e a 
staple food throughout th e country. 
Mary Is a rich woman, but sh e lives 
simply In a cluster of cabins, perched 
upon a 
rocky promontory 
th rusting 
Seaward, 
fringed with 
ever-beating 
surf. 
It is common knowledge throughout 
Alaska th a t no one was ever refused 
food and lodging at Mary’s cab in ; It Is 
also known that, although open-handed 
and free, she is a shrewd bargainer 
and possesses remarkable com m ercial 
sagacity. 
Few traders, If a n y , hove 
been able to get the advantage of her 
In a business deal. 
There a r e those 
in her employ who at times com plain 
of her as a harsh mistress, fo r in busi­ 
ness she expects everyone to live up to 
obligations and is so strict In th a t re­ 
gard th a t It Is hard at tim es to recon­ 
cile this severity with her n a tu ra l atti­ 
tude of easy generosity. 
B u t with 
Mary business is business, an d philan­ 
thropy Is quite another m atter. 
Tow ard the hungry, the help less and 
little children her tenderness Is un­ 
failing and her bounty lavish. 
She 
has no children of hor own, b u t she 
has adopted a numerous fa m ily —not 
a pretty baby or two, carefully select­ 
ed for health and charm and prom ise, 
but such forlorn, abandoned an d neg­ 
lected w aifs and strays as cam e un­ 
der her notice In a remote a n d law­ 
less zone. 
There are all ra c e s and 
colors, declares her biographer, Nona 
Marquis Snyder, but Mary is m erci­ 
fully color-blind! 
She gives them nil 
a m other’s care In so far a s she I* 
capable, educates them after a fashion 
and, when they drift out of th e home 
eddy into the greater life c u rre n t, she 
sees the boat well provisioned. 
One deed of generosity w ill never 
be forgotten In Alaska. 
In 1808, only 
five years after tbs founding o f her 
herd of reindeer, word 
com e 
that 
more th an four hundred w h alers had 
been caught In the tee packs of Point 
Barrow and were slowly freezin g and 
starving. They were five hundred railes 
away from Mary Antlsarlok's snow- 
covered cabin; they were m an y more 
mllaa d ista n t—and railes of th e north­ 
ern w ilderness, icy, rocky, storm -sw ept 
and terrib le—from sources of civilised 
supply. 
Q uite simply and as a m atter 
of course, Mary, reserving only a few 
head for domestic necessity, started 
her whole herd of reindeer northw ard 
to the rescue. 
She received no per­ 
sonal appeal, asked no advice, nwnited 
no instructions, made neither bargain 
nor effort to protect her In terests. She 
saw her chance for first ald, a n d gave 
it, instantly nnd whole-heartedly. 
to te r, the government rep laced the 
sacrificed deer with Interest a n d gave 
her the thanks she deserved. B u t since 
that day It Is for more thnn h e r busi­ 
ness ability that the reindeer queen 
Is 
respected 
throughout 
A laska.—

COALSHORTAGE 
ON WAY; GOVT. 
SAYS BUY NOW 


May Be Repetition of 1917-18 
Conditions Next Winter Says 
Geological Survey. 


MINES IDLE WITHOUT ORDERS. 


Those 
Who 
Delay 
Ordering 
Longer May Not Get Their 
Fuel Later On. 


The United States Geological Survey 
announces from W ashington the prob­ 
ability of another general coal short­ 
age next fall and w inter. 
The an­ 
nouncement 
is 
based, 
the 
Survey 
states, upon a nation-w ide study of 
conditions in 
the bitum inous field. 
Unless steps are taken a t once, the 
Survey says, to place the mines upon 
a basis of increased production there 
Is every prospect of a repetition to 
some degree of the situation that pre­ 
vailed in the United States during the 
winter of 1917-18. 
The only way production can be stim- 
alated at the present time, it Is said, is 
by placing orders w ith the mines for 
coal which will be needed later on. 
■‘Production during the first five months 
>f the year," reads the statem ent, "fell 
57,292,000 net tons, or approximately 
i5% below production during the first 
ave months of 1918. M ines are produe- 
ng coal now at the ra te of from 8,000,- 
XX) to 8,500,000 tons a week. An aver­ 
age output of 10,700,000 tons a week 
must be maintained from June I to 
Tannery I next if the country's esti­ 
mated needs of 500,000,000 tons this 
year are to be met.” 
Evil of Delayed Order*. 
At no time during this year has the 
•ate of production approached the re­ 
in! red tonnage. 
The tendency on the 
?art of buyers to hold off placing their 
>rders is limiting production, as the 
nines cannot store coal at the point of 
production, and when 
the rush of 
orders for the w inter’s needs comes 
aext fall there is grave danger that 
’.he mines, with depleted labor forces 
and the probability of less adequate 
transportation, will be unable to meet 
the demands. The result of such a sit­ 
uation would be an Insufficient supply 
for the requirements of domestic con­ 
sumers, public utilities and industrial 
users generally. 
“ It is believed that requirem ents for 
this year,” reads a Survey statement 
to Fuel Administrator Garfield, “will 
be about 530,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal, of which approxim ately 30,(HK),OOO 
tons have been used from stocks accu­ 
m ulated last year, leaving 500,000,000 
tons to be produced. 
Of this 500,000,- 
(XX) tons 178,000,OOO tons were produc­ 
ed during the first five months, leaving 
823,000,000 tons to be produced in tile 
remaining 30 weeks, or an average of 
10,700,000 tons a week. 
“Thus far this year production has 
been at the rate of 8,200,000 tons a 
week. 
In 1918 production was at the 
rate of 11,300,000 tons a week. 
“This production will be difficult of ac­ 
complishment. The capacity of operat­ 
ing mines at the present tim e with labor 
now on the payroll Is about 10% lower 
than it was last year. 
This deficiency 
may be made up in p a rt or wholly if 
the mines have orders sufficient to run 
fhem five or six days a week unless the 
threatened exodus of foreigu-born labor 
occurs. 
May Be Car Shortage. 
“Present wage agreem ents between 
operators and m iners 
expire with 
the proclamation of peace by the Pres­ 
ident. 
A suspension of mining oper­ 
ations while u new w age agreement Is 
being negotiated would, of course, seri­ 
ously interfere with the production of 
coal nnd if it should occur during the 
fall would cause a panic among buyers 
and consumers of coni.” 
There is no use in gambling upon 
this or any other contingency, fuel ad­ 
m inistration officials say. The finn or 
individual who wants to be sure of an 
adequate coal supply next winter can 
be certain by buying coal now. There 
is 
no 
other 
way 
such 
assurance 
can he obtained. 
Transportation also 
prom ises to be a lim iting factor if the 
flood tide of (Jerannd comes at a time 
when the country’s record crops are 
being carried. 
In some districts it 
would appear certain that, notwith­ 
standing tile utmost endeavors of the 
R ailroad Administration and the util­ 
ization of Its experience last full, cur 
shortage will be a cause limiting bitu­ 
minous coal production, nnd for that 
reason It Is problematical whether the 
expected production of 500,000,000 tons 
can he attained this year. 
Shortage of labor already is a fac­ 
tor that is cutting down the output in 
some coal producing sections, accord 
ing to the Survey’s report. The opera­ 
tors report that from 30,000 to 40,000 
foreign-horn miners expect to return to 
Europe as soon as they can get pass­ 
ports und that many huve already re­ 
turned. 
If continued this movement’ 
will be capable of producing hut one 
re su lt--a reduction of the amount of 
coni mined in districts w here the mine 
labor is largely foreign born, and there 
are many such districts. 
Ile who needs coal should hesitate 
no longer. 
Mow is the time to buy
